ANMJiiL  REPORT  1950 


I hereuith  submit  my  fourth  A.nnual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary?'  administration  and 
the  vital  statistics  of  the  Durham  Rural  District  Council, 

During  the  year  good  progress  was  made  in  r'ehousing 
families  from  condemned  and  overcrouded  houses  and  a 
priority  i^as  given  to  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
where  such  were  inadequately  housed. 

The  report  shows  that  the  high  standard  of  health 
in  the  District  was  fully  maintained  during  the  year  and 
one  of  the  most  satisfactory  results  was  the  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  which  made  a considerable  drop  from  50 
per  1,000  live  births  to  31,12  per  1,000  live  births. 

This  is  the  lowest  evor  rate  recorded  for  this  district. 
Both  the  death-rate  and  birth-rate  show  a small  decrease 
but  still  compare  favourabl^T-  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales.  There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Birth-rate : - During  the  year  514  births  were  registered, 
250  being  nales  and  264  fennles.  Of  these  23  were 
illegitimate , 

The  birth-rate  of  15,16  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  W-los  vjhich 
was  15.8  per  1,000  population,  but  nevertheless  it  is  the 
lowest  on  record  for  this  area. 

Death-rate ; - The  general  death-rate  of  10,56  per 
1,000  population  is  the  second  lowest  on  record  for  this 
district,  the  previous  lowest  being  9,81  per  1,000  population 
in  1948,  The  rate  for  England  and  ?r:.les  xvas  11,6. 

Infant  Mortality  R..to:-  Tho  rate  far  this  area  in 
1950  was  31.12  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  a 
considerable  and  satisfactory  decrease  from  50  per  1,000 
of  the  previous  3^ear, 

This  is  tho  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  ever 
recorded  for  this  district  and  compares  more  favourably?' 
than  in  the  past  with  a rate  of  29.8  per  1,000  live  births 
for  England  and  Tales. 

Sixteen  children  out  of  a total  of  514  births  diod 
before  reaching  one  year  of  age.  The  primary  causes  of 
death  were  Prematurity  and  Congenital  Malformtion,  4 
each;  Bronchopneumonia  3;  and  Con'vulsions , G-astro- 
enteritis.  Asphyxia  duo  to  overlaying.  Dyspnoea  and 
Pontine  haemorrhage,  1 each. 

Maternal  Mortality:-  Once  more  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  no  maternal  deaths  during  1950  and  therefore  the 
rate  is  ’’Nil”  , compared  with  that  of  0,86  for  England 
and  Wales, 

Individual  Causes  of  Death;-  Heart  diseases  again 
proved  to  be  the  prim.ary  causes  of  death  during  1950'  with 
141,  which  was  an  increase  of  25  over  the  previous  3?-ear, 

Deaths  from  Cancer  showed  a decrease  of  25  from  68 
to  43. 


Deaths  from  all  types  of  Tuberculosis  also  decreased 
by  4 from  20  to  16.

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INFUiTIOUS  DISEASE 


SCARLET  EEVER 

Tv;enty-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  vjere  notified,  during 
the  year  uhich  was  an  appreciable  reduction  on  the ' previous 
year  when  56  cases  were  notified.  The  cases  were  notified 
evenly  over  the  year  and  no  particular  parish  was  greatly 
affected.  No  deaths  occurred  from  the  infection  which  again 
appeared  to  be  of  a low  virulence, 

DIPHTHERIA 

Diphtheria  notifications  also  showed  a reduction  from 
18  in  1949  to  4 in  1950,  one  of  which  was  over  15  years  of 
age. 


Three  cases  occurred  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters 
whilst  the  remaining  one  was  notified  in  the  second  quarter. 
There  v/as  one  death  and  the  child  vijho  died  had  not  been 
immunised.  This  appears  to  give  cor tinned  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  several  immunisation  campaigns  carried  out  by 
this  Council. 

l^iEASLSS 

Heasles  showed  an  increase  from  105  notifications  to 
426,  This  figure  practically  coincides  with  the  542 
notifications  in  1948,  In  should  be  pointed  out  that  measles 
seem  to  occur  in  two  yearly  cycles.  No  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease. 

VeOOPING  COUGH 

Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  numbered  81  which  was 
exactly  half  the  number  notified  in  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  last  three  quarters  of 
the  year  only  five  being  notified  in  the  first  quarter.  No 
deaths  were  recorded  from  Whooping  Cough. 

POLIO -MYELITIS 

One  case  of  Polio-myelitis  v/as  notified  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  The  patient  was  immediately  removed  to 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  patient  following  treatment  in 
hospital  considerably  improved, 

TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  47  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified,  30  being  in  males  and  17  in' females.  This  is  an 
incroaso  of  16  ovor  the  previous  year. 

Notifications  of  NoxL-pulmonary  TUUerculosis  also  showed 
an  incroaso  from  7 in  1949  to  11  in  1950. 

Fifteen  deaths  occurred  fro-m  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
one  from  Non- pulr.io nary  Tuberculosis, 

The  increase  in  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  in  my 
opinion,  is  attributed  to  the  extensive  campaign  of  Mass 
R.adiography  which  has  been  carried  out  during  tbo  pn.qt  two 
years  in  Factories,  Mines  and  Viforkshops.

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ROAD  TRAFFIC  ACCIDENTS 


Separate-  Statistics  of  Road  Accidents  were  first  compiled

YfATEP  SUPPLIES 

The  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area  has  been 
satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and  quality  except  in  the  case 
of  Ludworth  where  arrangements  are  being  made  to  provide  a 
piped  supply/'  from  the  Durham  County  Water  Board^s  mains.  The 
Water  Board  has  completed  1he  ring  main  on  the  Ludv/orth  housing 
estate  and  the  renewing  of  the  pipes  for  the  detailed  supply 
is  well  in  hand. 

Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board  and  in  the  case  of  the,  Shadforth  supply  by  the 
Easington  Council.  Samples  of  water  viere  taken  from  a v/ell 
at  an  outlying  cottage  and  were  proved  to  be 'of  a satisfactory 
nature . 

The  \tiole  of  the  properties  of  the  district  are  supplied 
with  water  from  public  water  mains  with  the  exception  of  a 
fex7  outlying  farms  and  cottages,

New  sludge  beds  wore  constructed  at  Brasside  and 
Shincliffe  Collier^T-.  Painting  and  repairing  of  fittings  and 
machinery  has  been  carried  out  where  necessary.  Sludge  beds 
have  been  re-ballasted  and  everything  possible  has  been  done 
to  maintain  a high  standard  of  effluent  from  the  various 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district.  Improvements  to  sev/ers 
and  v/orks  aro'  constantly  under  consideration. 

SCAVENGING 

During  the  year  the  removal  of  household  refuse  v/as 
carried  out  satisfactorily  and  much  attention  was  given  to  the 
supervision  of  the  various  refuse  tips  to  nininise  any  risk  of 
nuisances  being  created. 

Regular  treatment  liras  given  by  the  rodent  officer  and 
good  results  were  obtained  in  the  control  of  rats. 

Scavenging  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  with  the  exception  of  Sunderland  Bridge,  Brancopeth, 

Hctt  and  Garmondsvray , vrhere  it  is  found  more  practicable  to 
employ  contractors. 

HOUSING 

Continued  good  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of 
houses  for  people  occupying  condemned  houses,  and  for  over- 
crowded families  and  also  double  tenants  \iho  had  not  previously 
had  a house. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  two  houses  were  built  by  the  Council, 
These  were  spread  over  the  nev/  villages  at  Bowburn,  Eramwellgate 
Moor  and  Shorburn,  also  at  Freehold,  West  Rainton,  as  follows :-

Maintenance  treatment  was  continued  of  all  the  sewers  and 
manholes.  Each  sewer  received  treatment  twice  during  the  year 
and  good  results  wore  reported. 

The  Council^ s refuse  tips  were  also  kept  under  constant 
supervision.

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RODENT  CONTROL  (cont*d) 

Business  prenises  were  treated  on  a rechargeable  basis. 

It  was  found  that  the  heaviest  infestations  occurred  at 
sewage  works  and  refuse  tips.  Fourteen  major  infestations  ' 
were  reported  and  13  of  these  cane  from  such  prenises.  The 
remaining  major  infestation  resulted  from  Block  Treatment  of 
houses  at  B carpark.
